He disagreed that Russian I zation was taking place in Ukr aine. 
Rather, he said, Ukrainiaation is widespread. "In twenty years," 
he said, all the cities in Ukraine will be completely Ukrainianized. " 
He expressed some apprehension about what will then happen to 
all the Russian^ living in Ukraine. 

Y agreed that it would be a good idea for Ukraine to maintain 
its diplomatic services abroad, but said it would be too costly. 
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
